In  April  1 756,  by  a  Resolution  of  a  General  Court, 
it  obtained  the  name  of  The  Britijh  Lying-in  Hofpital 
for  Married  Women. 

The  purpofe  of  its  inflitution  was,  to  relieve  the 
pregnant  wives,  or  widows  of  perfons  who  had 
been  reduced  from  eafy  to  indigent  circumftances ; 
of  diftreffed  houfe-  keepers,  mechanicks,  foldiers, 
failors,  and  of  the  laborious  and  induflrious  poor,  at 
a  time  when  their  Situation  rendered  them  ufclefs,  or 
rather  a  burthen,  to  their  families  at  home. 

Amidft  the  great  variety  of  charities,  which  are 
the  diftinflion  and  glory  of  our  nation,  not  one  has 
Ipeen  propofed  more  truly  beneficial  to  the  poor,  or 
more  extenfive  in  its  advantages  to  the  public,  than 
the  Britifh  Lying-in  Hofpital  for  Married  Women , 
which  was  the  firfl  eflablifhed,  in  the  metropolis,  folely 
for  this  purpofe. 

It  would  be  invidious  to  compare  the  advantages 
arifing  to  the  public  from  the  prefent  with  the

Poverty  is  ever  an  object  of  pity  :  ficknefs  and 
poverty  united  feem  nearly  to  comprehend  all  the  natural 
evils  of  human  life .  Though  we  cannot  philofophically 
clafs  child-bearing  under  ficknefs,  or  among  the  evils  of

life,  yet  when  that,  which  Ihould  be  efteemed  one  ol 
its  greatelt  blcffings,  is  combined  with  want,  and  is  de- 
flitutc  of  that  affiltancc  and  comfort,  which  are  fo  pe¬ 
culiarly  required  by  perfons  in  fuch  a  critical  lituation, 
it  becomes  eminently  dillrefhng,  calling  loudly  on  the 
feelings  and  humanity  of  the  affluent. 


Thoufands  of  worthy  married  women  in  this  me¬ 
tropolis,  who,  at  other  times,  addling  by  their  induftry 
to  gain  an  honeft  hibfiilei>ce  for  their  families,  live 
comfortably  to  themfelvcs,  and  profitably  to  Society, 
are  by  no  means  able  to  Support  thcmfelves  during  a 
lying-in,  when  expences  are  not  only  greatly  in- 
creafed,  but  the  income  confiderably  diminifhed  by 
their  incapacity  for  work.  When  women  are  de¬ 
prived  of  the  Succour,  which  at  fuch  a  time  their 
Situation  fo  indifpenfably  needs,  the  joys  natural  on 
fuch  an  event  are  not  only  fuppreffed  by  the  want 
and  mifery  which  Surround  them,  but  an  helplcfs  mo- 
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Proportion  of  Boys  to  Girls  born  in  the  Hofpital  is  about  i)  to  16.

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tiler  or  child,  or  perhaps  both,  may  by  their  deaths 
become  melancholy  indances  of  the  evils  of  real 
poverty. 

When  we  confider  that  the  public  is  interefted  in 
the  lives  of  both  mother  and  child,  as  the  poor  are 
the  indifpenfablc  inftrumcnts  of  eafe  and  happi- 
ncfs  to  the  rich;  and  ref  left  upon  the  fatisfaftion 
that  mull  arife  in  the  bread  of  every  individual 
fubferiber,  front  the  confcioufnefs  of  having  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  comforts  of  a  fellow -creature,  this 
charity  cannot  hand  in  need  of  any  farther  recom- 
mendation;  but  if  to  this  we  alfo  add,  that  by  fuch 
inftitutions  the  phyfician  is  enabled,  from  the  number 
of  patients  under  his  care,  in  almoft  all  poffible  cafes, 
to  derive  confulerable  improvements  to  his  profeffion, 
it  mud  be  allowed  that  the  affluent  receive  their  full 
{hare  in  the  benefits  arifing  to  focicty  from  fuch  eda- 
bliffiments.  This  is  a  circumdance  of  fo  much  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  community  at  large,  that  the  following 
Table  is  fubjoined,  which  not  only  (hows  the  great 
accuracy  with  which  the  concerns  of  this  charity  are 
managed,  but  exhibits,  at  one  view,  every  thing  that 
either  the  philofopher,  the  politician,  the  phyfician, 
or  the  humarie  chridian  can  delire  in  fuch  an  in- 
flitution.

Women  who  are  the  mod  deformed,  or  who  are  in 
very  bad  health,  in  general  take  the  moft  pains  to 
procure  letters  of  admiftion  into  this  charity,  which 
certainly  mull  add  to  the  number  of  deaths;  as  of 
thofe,  who  have  died  after  child-birth,  many  would  have 
died  from  difeafe,  if  they  had  not  been  with  child. 

From  the  above  account,  and  from  the  experience 

/ 

we  have  had  that  very  few  women  die  during  the 
nine  months  of  pregnancy,  there  arifes  this  fatisfadory 
inference  :  that  the  life  of  a  woman,  who  is  pregnant, 
is  in  fad,  under  proper  management,  at  leaft  as  fecure 
as  at  any  other  period. 
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As  it  was  very  early  forefeen,  that,  from  fo  large 
a  number  of  lying-in  women,  opportunities  would 
undoubtedly  occur  of  greatly  improving  the  practice 
of  midwifery,  and  in  order  that  all  parts  of  the  king¬ 
dom  might  be  benefited  as  much  as  poflible  by  this 
inflitution,  it  was  determined  that  a  fchool  fhould  be 
opened  for  female  pupils  in  midwifery,  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  plan ; 

The  pupils  are  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Weekly 
Committee,  who  are  to  be  fatisfted  of  their  charafter 
as  to  fobriety,  Sc c.  before  they  are  admitted. 

The  pupils  are  to  remain  in  the  houfe  three  or 
four  months,  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
delivering  women  themfelves,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Matron. 

Le6fures  are  to  be  delivered  to  them  by  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  faculty ;  and, ,  in  order  completely  to 
illuftrate  the  fubje&s  of  which  the  lectures  treat,  a 
large  apparatus  of  preparations  is  provided. 

When  the  pupils  are  properly  qualified,  they  re¬ 
ceive  a  Certificate  of  their  qualification  and  behaviour

figned  by  the  phyficians  and  furgeons. 

At  a  General  Court,  held  at  the  hofpital  at  the 
commencement  of  the  prefent  war,  it  was  refolved5 


/ 
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that,  as  an  encouragement  to  foldiers  and  Tailors,  the 
wives  of  all  Tuch  as  were  abroad,  in  the  fervice  of  their 
country,  fhould  be  admitted  without  a  ballot. 

Thus  have  the  Governors  of  this  charity  been,  from 
time  to  time,  endeavouring  to  render  it  as  ufeful  to 
the  public  as  podible.  But,  they  are  forry  to  date, 
after  a  thorough  examination  of  their  accounts,  that 
they  hand  greatly  in  need  of  further  fupport. 

From  the  great  increafe  in  the  price  of  all  the  ar¬ 
ticles  of  houfekeeping,  and  in  every  thing  which  is 
ufed  in  the  hofpital,  and  from  the  general  good  cha¬ 
racter  this  hofpital  has  acquired,  more  women  apply 
weekly,  by  twice  the  number,  than  can  be  received, 
notwithdanding  upwards  of  fix  hundred  women,  upon 
an  average,  are  annually  admitted.  The  Governors, 
unlefs  they  are  addled  by  the  affluent  and  humane, 
mud  be  obliged  to  leffen  the  number  of  women  ad¬ 
mitted,  at  a  time  when  they  would  wifh  to  increafe  it.
